Excels  in  Concert

concert  which  was  given  by  the 
eminent  Spanish  cellist,  (jasper 
Cassado.  Monday  evening  in  the 
tabernacle.  A large  audience,  un- 
usually attentive,  listened  with 
delight  to  his  play  which  was  con- 
sidered by  many  to  be  one  of  the 
best  in  the  scries  of  concerts  of 
the  year. 

Included  in  his  program  were  two 
of  his  own  compositions,  Serauata, 
and  Danse  du  Diablc  Vert;  the  first 
a beautiful  sad  melody  which  af- 
forded ample  proof  of  the  singing 
vibrancy  of  his  tones.  In  the  sec- 
ond. the  Green  Devil  danced  with 
amazing  speed  up  and  down  the 
fingerboard  of  the  cello. 

Probably  the  most  popular  and 
best  known  of  his  selections  was 
the  "Flight  of  the  Bumbalbee"  by 
Rimsky- Korsakoff,  which  he  re- 
peated after  enthusiastic  applause  of 
the  audience. 

In  his  broken  but  very  charming 
English,  Mr.  Cassado  expressed  his 
affection  for  America,  the  people 
he  had  met,  and  the  cities  in  which 
he  had  played.  Especially  did  he 
appreciate  the  friendliness  of  the 
pcoftjc  and  the  beauty  of  the  sur 
roundings  in  Provo. 

Although  the  program  was  en- 
joyed thoroughly,  there  were  those 
who  thought  Mr.  Cassado  would 
have  been  happy  to  play  at  least 
one  more  number  had  the  audience 
been  able  to  restrain  the  very  evi- 
dent necessity  of  its  immediate  de- 
parture.

ner for  the  average  student’s  com- 
prehension. This  is  particularly  true 
of  the  52  per  cent  of  all  student 
who.  according  to  Dr.  John  Black 
Johnson,  retired  dean  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota  College  of 
Science.  Literature  and  the  Arts, 
can  never  become  “successful  stu- 
dents.” Student  in  this  group 
would  never  pas*  at  all  but  for  the 
us*  of  college  outlines  or  other  sup- 
plementary  aids  to  study.

• The  “Library  Semaphore”  is  a name  that  may  be  applied  tc: 
a great  many  persons  on  Young  university  campus.  These 
people  are  odd  creatures,  but  not  difficult  to  .classify.  Their 
habits  are  necessarily  gregarious,  and  they  might  be  classed  by 
some  as  social  insects.  At  any  rate,  their  motives  are  as.  trans- 
parent to  the  observer  as  though  they  were  wrapped  in  cello- 
phane. The  “Library  Semaphore”  is  a pers<*n  who  comes  into 
the  library  and  waits  expectantly,  by  the  door  for  someone  to 
hail  him  and  ask  him  over  to  talk. 

These  individuals  are  presumably'  happy,  although  .the) 
must  experience  very  trying  and  disappointing  moments  in 
their  lives.  An  entrance  to  a crowded  library,  under  their  skill- 
ful management,  becomes  an  event.  Present  is  that  business- 
like attitude  of  “going  somewhere,  and  may  the  whole  world 
know  it.” 

Once  inside  the  door,  they  stop  abruptly,  hoping  the  en- 
trance has  been  sufficiently  commanding,  and  noisy,  to  attract 
the  attention  requisite  to  the  pastime.  If  they  make  a “strike”, 
but  only  one,  they  assume  post  No.  2 — Condescension  ; “Are 
you  the  only  one  in  the  library  whoi  saw  me?”  — and  begin 
a leisurely  parade  in  and  out  among  desks  tward  the  waver.
